PARIS fAP) — Gas-masked 
riot police crushed the latest 
and bitterest student revolt in 
the Latin Quarter at dawn today 
after ll hours of tear gassing, 
clubbing and warding off rock* 
thrown by youths.

maud said 367 persons were in­ 
jured and 468 arrested in what 
he called a “veritable guerrilla 
action.” 
The students, who varied in 
number from 10.000 to 30.000 
during the action, held a square 
mile of the French capital for 
several hours.

blocked traffic along Boulevard 
St. Michel and police again used 
tear gas to disperse them.

“The basic problem for recon­ 
ciling prosperity and price sta­ 
bility is going to be with us a 
long tame and the need for some 
kind of voluntary restraint if 
very great indeed,” he said. 
Okun did not use the word 
guideposts to describe the vol­ 
untary wage-price restraints he 
advocated. But Hayes said this 
device needs “careful and sym­ 
pathetic re-ex amination” 
even 
though it is considered out of 
fashion. 
“While direct and rigid gov- j 
em m ental controls over prices 
and wages must be rejected as 
counter to the very principles of 
free commerce we seek to sus­ 
tain, we must find some way of 
upholding the guidepost princi­ 
ple of keeping wage increases in 
line with average productivity 
gains,” Hayes said. 
“ If we are successful in mod­ 
erating excess demand 
(with 
the pending tax-hike bill), then 
at least we will have moved to­ 
ward 
a 
situation 
where 
the 
guidepost principles can work, 
and it will then be up to labor 
and management to see that 
they do work.

The campaigners are sched­ 
uled to start arriving Sunday in 
their bid for m ore federal funds 
to help the poor.

18 To One 
If the U.S. count is correct, 18 
enemy soldiers were killed for 
every American slain. Many of 
the enemy dead were fa n n ed 


from American air strikes and 
artillery barrages.

Dong Ha and Gio Linh, another 
Marine strong point to the north, 
after a company of infantrymen 
from the U.S. 199th Light Bri­ 
gade came under enemy small 
arms fire and pulled back.

HOMINY FALLS, W.Va. (AP) 
—Fifteen stiff and chilled coal 
miners rode a conveyor belt to 
freedom before dawn today aft­ 
er spending five terrifying days 
huddled in a flooded mine. 
Left behind, deep in the moun­ 
tain. were IO of their fellows for 
whom all hope was lost long 
ago. 
It was believed the IO w ere 
swept to their death Monday 
noon when a break rn toe wall to 
an adjoining abandoned mine 
shot millions of gallons of water 
through the mine’s wavy pas­ 
sageway. 
The first miner came out of 
the mine 
entrance, 
into 
toe 
glare of floodlights and the wait­ 
ing arms of his wife and family 
at 5:20 a.m. He had spent a to­ 
tal of 118 hours and 20 minutes 
in the mine since he reported 
for work at 7 a.m. Monday. 
The others followed in quick 
succession. 
Black And Wet 
As each man stepped off the 
belt—unaided—a 
blanket 
was 
thrown around his shoulder and 
he was led to a padded bench. 
They were black from hard­ 
hat to boot and wet from the 
water they had to wade through 
on part of their journey. 
The lamps on their hats flick­ 
ered through the gloom. 
At first the 200 friends and 
relatives who had waited most 
of the night around the mine en­ 
trance were silent. Then there 
was a great wave of laughing 
and hugging. 
It was difficult to m ake out 
any of the conversations as the 
scene turned to bedlam. Pho­ 
tographers’ bulb* went off like 
harsh fireflies. 
There 
also 
was 
sadness 
among relatives of the IO miss­ 
ing men crowded to the en­ 
trance in faint hope. 
Dazed By Light 
Mine officials had pot re­ 
leased a list of those known to 
be alive and those presumed 
dead publicly, but it was likely 
that families had been notified. 
But they still crowded in hope. 
Ellwood O’Dell was the first 
man out. 
The men appeared dazed by 
the harsh floodlights and the 
questions being thrown at them 
by mine officials and relatives. 
Only five minutes elapsed be­ 
tween the emergence of the first 
man and the last. 
After a few minutes sitting 
down on foam covered benches 
outside the mine entrance, the 
men were led to ambulances. 
But all did not go. 
“Here He Is!” 
One man who came out of the 
mind did not get into an ambu­ 
lance, however. A woman had 
her arm around his waist and 
yelled “ Here be is!” 
The miner had gone from the 
mine entrance up the opposite 
slope, over barricade ropes and 
was greeted by the woman in 
front of the mine office. 
Dr. Lee B. Todd of Quinwood, 
the

physician, 
quickly 
looked over each man before he 
w'H6 led to the ambulance. E ar­ 
lier, officials had said that the 
men had agreed over the radio 
telephone to undergo observa­ 
tion in hospitals at Summ ers­ 
ville and Richwood. 
But there was a change in 
elans that attested to toe m en’s 
good physical condition despite 
the long, cramped confinement. 
They were allowed to go home. 
Go To Homes 
“They’re all in good shape,’* 
said Dr. Todd. “ None of them 
wanted to go to the hospital. 
They are being taken home by 
ambulances. Their relatives will

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Fishing Galore 


The annual emotionalism of fishing is starting again 
and this year there are some new firecrackers in the mix 
for Bays de Noc sports fishermen. 
Joe Heirman, Michigan State University** Exten­ 
sion director here, says that he is immensely impressed 
by the enthusiasm which has been generated by the new 
Bay de Noc Resources Council headed by Wy Nieuwen- 
kamp of Gladstone. 
The Council was initiated by professional conserva­ 
tionists in the federal and state agencies concerned with 
hunting and fishing and other outdoor recreation and 
they’ve drawn other interested persons into the act, 
including people who make their living serving recrea­ 
tionists. 
♦ 
* 
* 
The Resources Council started off with an inven­ 
tor}’ of the Delta County’s recreational facilities, its 
boat launching sites and picnic areas and other such 
things necessary to the enjoyment of the outdoors. This 
inventor}’ has been completed in data form and the 
Council is now working to get it to the public for its 
guidance in finding fun places. 
The inventory will also, of course, identify lack of 
facilities, so that efforts can be made to supply them. 
There’s great interest in the Bay de Noc Anglathon 
which starts this month, offering trophies for fisher­ 
men who take six species of sports fish here — coho 
atimon, trout, walleyes, northern pike, bass and steel- 
heads. 
Clifford Long, fish biologist of the Escanaba Dis­ 
trict of the Conservation Department, has created a 
system of awards which will be more lively than the 
familiar award of fishing tackle to the fellow* who 
catches the biggest catfish. 
* 
* 
♦ 
Long’s Anglathon is aimed to reward the local fish­ 
ermen with something besides the fish he catches, and 
to introduce an element of chance into the process. The 
biggest coho in Bay de Noc may not win a prize — 
actually it’ll get one — but any fish registered in the 
contest may complete one of its “miles of fish’’ measure­ 
ments and win a trophy. 
Long reasoned that in a country jaded with pic­ 
tures of big dead fish it would be unusual to report 
that the Bays de Noc had produced 2.5 miles of north­ 
erns, 1.25 miles of walleyes, 3 miles of cohos, etc. Fish­ 
ermen would “get the word” when they heard, for in­ 
stance, that this area was working on its fourth mile 
of trout catch for the season. 
(About 300 bass or 175 northern pike will measure 
IOO yards and next year 150 coho salmon should do it. 
There were 100,000 coho salmon planted in the White- 
fish River system in Apiil and they’ll be providing first 
fishing this fall and should bring a bonanza next year.) 
*

* 
The public interest in the possibilities of providing 
spectacularly good sports fishing here grows rapidly. 
Die tolerance of illegal fishing diminishes. The aware­ 
ness that this area really can create a recreational bA i­ 
des* of large size and impressive income grows. 
The assembly of a working team of volunteers in­ 
terested in developing maximum use of the Bay de Noc 
area’s outstanding recreational potential i* an import­ 
ant achievement. 
Here we have all the elements of the recreation 
complex working together for the development of fa­ 
cilities and for their maximum public usage. This is a 
happy change from earlier mistrust of Conservation De­ 
partment planning for the area. 


Oil Problem 
The cutoff of oil supplies from the Middle East as 
a consequence of the Arab-Israeli w*ar last summer was 
a warning of the danger that could face the United 
States should it become to dependent on foreign sources 
for its petroleum. 
This view was expressed by Frank N. Ikard. presi­ 
dent of the American Petroleum Institute, who also 
noted that domestic exploratory drilling had dropped 
sharply in recent years, despite government estimates 
that domestic petroleum needs in the next 12 years will 
almost equal total consumption over the last century. 
His statement came on the heels of the institute’s 
annual report which shows that U. S. proved reserves 
of crude oil dropped to 31.3 billion barrels at the be­ 
ginning of 1968. Thin was a decline of 75 million barrels 
from a year ago and the fourth such annual drop in the 
last eight years. 
A big factor has been the cost-price squeeze that has 
caught domestic producers. While expenses have been 
rising sharply, the average price realized by producers 
for their oil dropped from $3.09 a barrel in 1957 to $2.91 
in 1967. 
. 
There are still ample quantities of undiscovered oil 
in this country, according to U. S. Geological Survey 
studies. 
. 
“The challenge,” says Ikard, “is finding this oil 
in the face of very stiff odds. Of every IOO wells drilled 
in search of new petroleum fields, only two or three 
make commercially profitable discoveries.”

Day,” for moms of ancient Ger­ 
man tribesmen who considered 
all women divine — and some­ 
times regarded mothers as liv­ 
ing goddesses! 
Papa ruled the roost in most 
of Colonial 
America.

Long Weekends 


Get House OK 


WASHINGTON fAPl - The 
House ha* approved a bill that 
would give the nation four long 
weekends a year by moving 
three national holidays to Mon­ 
day and creating a new one— 
Columbus Day—also to be ob­ 
served on Monday. 
Rejecting the charge that it 
was uprooting the nation’s his­ 
toric past, the House voted 218 
to 83 to scrap the existing dates 
for Washington’s Birthday, Me­ 
morial Day and Veterans Day. 
Under the bill, which faces a 
questionable future in the Sen­ 
ate, 
Washington’s 
Birthday 
would fall on the third Monday 
in February, Memorial Day on 
the last Monday in May, Colum­ 
bus Day on the second Monday 
in October and Veterans Day on 
the fourth Monday in October. 
The changes would take effect 
Jan. I, 1971, in order to give the 
states time to enact conforming 
legislation and calendar-makers 
tone to adjust. 
Only the District of Columbia 
and federal employes would be 
affected by the bill, but the 
states are expected to go along 
if the new lineup becomes law.

Salmon In Huron 


BAY CITY (AP) — Fourteen 
northeast 
Michigan 
counties 
near Lake Huron will meet in 
Bay City May 24 to discuss how 
to restore kirn prey controi pro­ 
grams in the lake. 
The meeting was called by 
Michigan State Association of 
County Supervisors. 
Restoration of the control pro­ 
gram, deleted from the budget 
by the Great Lakes Fisheries 
Commission, would cost at least 
$55,000. 
The federal program is con­ 
sidered critical by the counties 
involved and the Michigan De­ 
partment of Conservation, offi­ 
cials said, and it poses a danger 
to the salmon planting program 
which is underway in the area. 
Dr. Wayne Tody, chief of the 
fishery division of the conserva­ 
tion department, said recently 
that without lamprey control 
the fisheries program for Lake 
Huron might be destroyed with 
a total loss of the investment in 
the salmon planting.

Open Letter To The Medical Staff Of 
St. Francis Hospital

Dear Dr. Maniaci: 


As Chief of the Laboratory Service, it is my responsibility to the Medical Staff to assure that an 
adequate amount of safe blood is available for your use in transfusing your patients. Since I have been 
Chief of the Laboratory we have procured the blood for this need through the Delta County Chapter 
of the American Red Cross. That source has been safe and adequate, therefore, there was no necessity 
for suggesting, or insisting upon, any other source of blood. 


I would call your attention to an article published on page 2 of the Escanaba Daily Press on Thurs­ 
day, May 9, under the title “Red Cross Plans SOS Fund Drive.” In this article a subsection captioned, 
“Drop Blood Program?” contains a statement suggesting that if the blood program of the Red Cross in 
Delta County is dropped, blood would have to be obtained from commercial sources at a cost of $45 more 
than the present cost, thereby “tripling the cost to the patient.” Since I am responsible for providing sale 
and adequate blood to your patients, I would not recommend or permit the use of commercial blood for 
the patients in our hospital. It has been well established that the incidence of hepatitis among patients 
receiving commercial blood is considerably higher than in patients receiving blood from voluntary sour­ 
ces. Our laboratory and the patients served by oui’ laboratory are not going to pay any $45 for a unit of 
blood in addition to the costs of collecting, processing, and transfusing this blood, no m atter what source 
we may eventually choose to use. 


To answer the question of what would happen if the Red Cross decides to drop the blood program, 
let me say that (with the same cooperation shown by the people of Delta County in donating blood to 
the Red Cross) we are confident that a community blood bank can be operated v e r y effectively 
through the hospital. Community hospital blood banks across the country are members of the Ameri­ 
can Association of Blood Banks which has a system of exchanging credits for blood donations and for 
transfusion wTiich is equally as efficient and no more expensive than the Red Cross system. This asso­ 
ciation has several rare blood depots in the country, one of which is at Milwaukee, where blood of even 
the rarest types are stored for shipment by air to any patient anywhere that needs these bloods. 


With regard to the figure of 740 units of blood reportedly used by Delta County residents since the 
first of this year, I would suggest that the Red Cross be asked to supply you detailed information as 
to where, besides our hospital, these units were used. Every unit of blood transfused at St. Francis 
Hospital has a transfusion report filed on that unit of blood. These reports are carefully reviewed and 
tabulated every day. To date this year we have used 212 units of blood on patients in this hospital. It 
is difficult to believe that 500 units have been used for Delta County patients in hospitals outside the 
county in the first four months of this year. 


On Feb. 2, 1967, in a letter to the Delta County Chapter of the American Red Cross, I called at­ 
tention to the fact that on the September and December 1966 visits of the bloodmobile a total of 524 
units of blood (by their figures) were collected. From Oct. I, 1966 through Jan. 31, 1967, we used 195 
units of blood for transfusion at St. Francis Hospital. For that four month period, therefore, the citi­ 
zens of Delta County donated over 400 units of blood more than were used for patients in St. Francis 
Hospital. As much as you, the physicians of Delta County, need blood for the patients you treat at St. 
Francis Hospital, it would appear that the community is donating a lot more blood than we are actually 
using for our patients. 


In closing, let me repeat, that I have found the Red Cross blood to be safe and to lie available 
in adequate amounts for our needs. We are, however, by no means limited to this sourdce of blood, and we 
shall not be forced into getting blood from unsafe and costly sources.
